The ordinance was passed some time ago 
and the mayor's veto reached the council at the first meeting of the 
present month. It Avas then necessary to delay the second passage 
of the ordinance for at least ten days. The portion of the street 
donated by the ordinance is to be used by the pottery company for 
a new addition to the plant.

Complaint concerning the use of the west end of Mulberry street 


as a public dumping ground, was made to council by residents of that 
vicinity in a petition. President Bock said that it had been report- 
ed to him that the city dumping ground in the forks had been aban- 
doned and that the man employed to look after the disposal of the 
city's rubbish and garbage had been discharged from his position. 
He said that residents in the south west section of the city complain- 
ed that the stench arising from the garbage being dumped on Mul- 
berry street, is decidedly obnoxious. Service Director Smith told 
the council that the matter was under the charge of the health of- 
ficer and "that he, Smith, had nothing to do with it. The petition 
will be handed to Health Officer Carroll.

ROME, MAY 24.—Austria struck the first bloAv today following 


Hie official declaration oi' Avar against that country by Italy, by send- 
ing aeroplanes against the governmental arsenal at Venice. It is 
announced that the air crafts were driven off. 


Port Corsini, Ancona, Barletta and Gesi were also attacked but 


the extent of damage at these places is not known. The air rai3, 
however, show.s that the enemy's aeroplanes have swept virtually, 
the entire eastern coast of Italy. 


From Venice at the head of the Adriatic they have made their - 


way as far south as Barletta, a distance of 350 miles, committing 
acts of hostility during their progress. Barletta is 125 miles north 
of the Strait of Otranto, the southern entrance to the Adriatic. 


VESSELS ARE SEIZED 


ROME, MAY 24.—Eighty Austrian and German vessels in Ital- 


ian ports valued at $20,000,000 were ordered seized today. Among 
them arc the finest vessels in the German merchant marine interned 
at Genoa since the beginning of the European Avar.

UNCLE SAM'S FINE EXHIBIT. 


The National Museum at Washington 


Shows the First Cruda 
Machines 


Made as Well as Originals and Mod- 
els of the First Locomotives. 


Probably no museum collection In the 


world beuor Illustrates ihe develop- 
ment of tho sfoam enirino, pnrticnlnrlv 
the locomotive, than tbc exhibit of the 
United Stutes National museum 
at 


Washington, which Includes two of tho 
earliest original locomotives uud nu- 
merous models and accessories. 


Tue history of the steaiu engine Is a 


materialistic romance without parallel 
In the record of human achievements. 
It covers the stupendous and persist- 
ent efforts of many early philosophers 
and mechanics who found steam a 
mysterious 
uncontrollable force and 


left it a comprehensible controllable 
factor of public service. 


No one knows how long after it was 


observed that by holding down the lid 
pf a kettle of boiling liquid a certain 
force was created, due to the com- 
pression of the steam, before any use 
was attempted with this newly discov- 
ered force. It is certain, however, that 
a sort of steam engine was exhibited 
in Alexandria. Kcypr, about 200 years 
before* oui- em began, it ml It was de- 
scribed in a work on pneumatics by 
Hero of Alexandria, written between 
130 nut] 130 B. C. This machine was 
a lutary affair, more theoretical than 
practical: as were many of the results 
of philosophy in those days. A recon- 
struction, of this engine in model form 
is in the museum exhibits. 


Nothing more is to bo found concern- 


ing the steam engine for centuries, a 
fact which is no doubt due to the lack 
of interest in anything which did not 
have to do with war or warllLe 'imple- 
ments'. 
A book published in Itome iu 


1U29 gives a description of Giovanni 
Brancji's crude steam engine, showing 
it to have been art elementary btcam 
turbine, with the sole defect that It 
lacked any appliances for making the 
steam follow the raiies. or buckets, of 
the revolving wheel, so that more of 
its energy might have been converted 
iutq useful work. 
One author in a 


treatise on locomotives claims that bad 
some genius improved upon this early 
device the reciprocating engine would 
probably never have been Invented, but 
tbat we would have had the advantage 
of our modern turbines much sooner. 


The museum possesses a model of a 


very early machine designed by S(r 
Isaac Xcwton in 1U80 which sv-as pro- 
pelled by a jet o£ steam projected 
backward against the air arid a model 
of Denis Papin's invention of about 
the same time. The Investigations of 
Savory and Papin and the successful 
experimental engines of Thomas New- 
comcn in 1705 with Ills piston nnd 
cylinder soon followed. 
Newcomen's 


Ideas were Improved by .Tames Watt In 
17G9. who also introduced the high 
pressure engines, the condenser and 
later the double acting engine. 
The 


development of the engine was advanc- 
ed by Cugnot, Evans. Hornblower aud 
Murdoch. A model of the latter'g en- 
gine is on display in the museum. 


As tho result of a wager made by a 


resident of Merthyr TydUl, an impor- 
tant iron town of South Wales, that 
he could convey a load of iron nine 
miles by tho power of steam alone 
TUcbard Trevithick made the first en- 
gine to run on rails In 1803 and won 
the wager for his employer the next 
year. Trevithick, it has been claimed, 
copied the stationary engine built iu 
1SQO by Oliver Evans, on American, 
who was later Ingenious enough to at- 
tach wheels to a *eow nnd propel it by 
steam through the streets of Philadel- 
phia in 1804. 
This curious creation, 


called the Oruktor Amphlbolls, was,the 
first motorcar to run on American soil. 


A mmlel of Trevlthick's engine is to 


be seen in the National museum, tin 
Is also the model of the engine em- 
ployed by John Stevens In 1825 and 
his original tubular boiler. Other mod- 
els illustrate nearly all the types which 
began to put in their appearance soon 
after 
182G. when 
the 
Stourbridge 


Don was buiit in England and ship- 
ped to Amtrlen. where it wn>» the first 
engine to run on full sized rails. 
The 


museum possesses not only the model 
of this historic engine, but the orig- 
inal engine itself. The other original 
full sized locomotive to be seen In the 
museum is the John Bull, built by 
George Stephcnson A: Sons of England 
and shipped to America for use in 1831 
on the Cnmden nnd Am boy railroad. 
It Is interesting to recall that this old 
relic of early railroading in America 
made a round trip under its own steam 
In 1883 from New Fork t« Chicago, 
where It was exhibited at the World's 
Columbian exposition.
